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MINUTES OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
CORCORAN GALLERY OF AR^ 

June 9, 1980 


Members of the Executive Committee present were Mesdames: 

Alper, Denby (Pres, of Women's Committee), Salant and Vanderpool, 
and Messrs. Hall, Hull, Saul, Jewett, Swift, Wilkinson, and 
Gerstin,(Pres. of Friends). Members of the staff present were: 
Dr. Marzio, Chief Executive Officer, Mrs. Muccio, Director of 
Development, Ms. Livingston, Associate Director, Ms. Goffe, 
Director of Finance and Planning, Adm. Snead, Director of 
Building and Grounds, Dr. Nygren, Curator of Collections, 
and Ms. Tilley, Special Events. 

The meeting was called to order by Mr. Jewett, Vice-President 
of the Board of Trustees. 


The minutes of the meeting of Mav 12. 1980 w ere approved as 
submitted with the exception that the Works of Art Committee 
did not approve the lending of Diebenkorn's Ocean Park #83 to 
the "Paintings in the United States from Public Collections" 
exhibition to be held on Mexico City, November 15 to December 31,19 80. 

Financial Report 

Dr. Marzio reported on the financial statements for the Corcoran 
Gallery of Art, Museum and School for the nine month period ending 
May 31, 1980, which showed total unrestricted support and revenue 
received of $2,075,042 against expenditures of $2,125,588. 

Further income for the School is not expected until the summer 
session begins on June 9th, and later when the fall tuition begins 
to come in. A check from the Park Service is expected in either 
July or August. Ms. Goffe noted that the Federal Appropriation 
was not in the budget and fund raising total of $1,000,000 is 
still the development goal. Mr. Swift reported that enrollment 
is down for the summer session from the anticipated 150 to 130? 
thus the projected income will be down. The children's 
program is fully subscribed. 

Works of Art Committee 

Mrs. Vanderpool asked Dr. Nygren to describe purchases which the 
Works of Art Committee approved with funds from the sale of 
the European Collection.

Dr. Nygren explained that, from June 6 through August 17, 1980, 
a History of North American Puppetry will be presented in the 
Atrium along with Galleries 1 & 2.

The exhibition 
is receiving good press coverage including radio and national 
television; placards will be used on Metrobuses within the 
District of Columbia. Family as well as adult workshops will 
be offered throughout the summer. Live performances by Bob 
Brown will be performed every hour in the Atrium during the 
run of the show.

Budget Process 

Dr. Marzio noted that the School's budget (1980-81) has been 
prepared and the Museum's will follow. The Finance Committee 
will review the budget. Mr. Jewett asked that the budget be 
prepared for review by the next full Board of Trustees meeting 
on July 28th. 

Budget Adjustments 

Ms. Goffe reported that 7 employees were not enrolled in the 
Corcoran TIAA/CREF Retirement Plan at the proper time. Although 
these employees are currently enrolled, their back premiums have 
not been paid. Five are employees of the Museum and two of 
the School. Under the Corcoran Retirement Plan, each employee 
contributes 3% of salary, which is matched by the institution. 
The institutional share of the back premiums due is $2,937.88, 
of which $2,220.24 is a Museum expense and $717.64 is a School 
expense. If the employees had been enrolled at the proper 
times, they would have contributed an equal amount to their 
retirement funds. 


The Executive Committee decided that the Corcoran should pay 

the institutional share of the back premiums due for a total 

amount of $2,937.88; the employees can pay their own shares 

if they choose to increase their participation in the retirement plan.

Search for Dean 

Dr. Marzio reported that two committees have been established 
to help in the search for the Dean of the School of Art. One 
is a faculty committee composed of approximately three-fourths 
of the department chairheads and the second is a trustee 
committee chaired by Lisle Carter. A job description has been 
circulated and an advertisement has been placed in the New York 
Times as well as other media. Dr. Marzio requested that the 
trustees analyze the pros and cons of a tenure vs. contract system. 

Mr. Saul questioned why there is so much faculty committee 
involvement and noted that it is difficult to deal with two 
commmittees. He suggested that the applicants be narrowed 
down to approximately three candidates with the final decision 
coming from Dr. Marzio with the Executive Committee giving approval. 

Mr. Jewett indicated that he did not favor entering into a long¬ 
term contract with the future Dean, whose continued employment 
should be dependent upon performance. 

SurPrize Party 

Ms. Goffe noted that, as of May 31, 1980 , the gross receipts were 
approximately $92,00, with expenses running approximately $26,000 at 
this point; the-net would be in the $40,000 to $45,000 range. 

Mrs. Denby advised against holding the SurPrize Party on an 
annual basis. Mrs. Alper would like to see more trustee 
involvement on this fund-raising event. Mrs. Salant questioned 
how to encourage those who attended the event to buy memberships. 

Mr. Jewett asked that the Director of Membership follow up on the 
guest list. After considerable discussion as to the merits of 
this type of fund raising event, the Executive Committee asked 
that the staff recommend the types of events to be scheduled 
for the coming year.

Mrs. Muccio briefly reported upon the trips she and Dr.Marzio 
will make to New York this week. The Kress Foundation, whose 
executive director has shown an interest in the Gallery, disperses 
its funds primarily to the institutions which house their 
collections and to the Kress Fellows; those funds which remain 
are apparently given to the Research Center in the East Wing. 
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Mrs. Muccio recommended that contacts be developed with other 
members of the board of that Foundation. 

Mrs. Muccio will meet with Pamela Parks and Gail Amyot of 
Mobil to discuss the Mobil Open Evening plans for the fall 
and winter. Dr. Marzio and Mrs. Muccio met with Dr. Reuter 
at Philip Morris and with Mr. R.L.Neal of Texaco and with 
Mr. Kansas of Exxon. The latter two calls appear to be the 
..most promising. 

It was pointed out that Trustee giving to date is $90,000 
short of last year. Membership dues are down somewhat, and 
research has indicated that in financially tight times there 
tends to be a drop off in small contributions. Therefore, 
the development and membership effort will be concentrating 
on higher dollar memberships and gifts. Six submissions are 
planned for NEA for July 1 deadlines. Two planning grants will 
be submitted to NEH for a July 15 deadline, and a three-part 
proposal to the Cafritz Foundation must go in by July 1. 

Education/Shop 

Mrs. Salant announced that eight interns will join the 
Corcoran for the summer from Wellesley College, Yale University 
University of Virginia, NYSU at Potsdam, Williams College, 
Vassar College, Brown University and Randolph-Macon. 

Nominating Committee 

Mr. Jewett asked that he be notified of any suggestions that 
the Executive Committee may have as to prospective trustees.

Report of the President 

Financial Report 

Dr. Marzio reported on the financial statement for the Corcoran 
Gallery of Art, Museum and School, for the eight month period 
ending April 30, 1980, which showed total unrestricted support 
and revenue received of $1,766,597 against expenditures of 
$1,767,801; other revenues received include $79,000 from the 
Women's Committee and $225,297 of donor designated funds. 

Mr. Saul requested that future reports designate expenditures 
of income reported as current restricted support. On a cash 
basis, the institution ended the first eight months of Fiscal 
Year 1980 with a $303,093 operating surplus. Certain reporting 
improvements made by Ms. Goffe were noted. 

Auditorium 

Mr. Kreeger announced that $236,000 is the anticipated cost to 
complete the auditorium renovation and that he had spoken with 
Dr. Armand Hammer and Mr. William McSweeney regarding arrangements 
for the availability of the funds. Dr. Hammer agreed to make 
four installments of $50,000 each, thus making it necessary to 
to obtain a temporary loan from another source in order to 
proceed into construction. The Committee voted to procede with 
the renovation of the auditorium as approved and to ask 
Mr. Silverstein to try to obtain temporary financing at a 
six percent rate. 

Dr. Hammer's Masterpiece Exhibition 

Dr. Marzio requested authorization to set up a restricted account 
of $50,000 to permit the capital improvements projects associated 
with this exhibition to begin. The Committee granted permission 
to set up this restricted account. 

Three Institutions Proposal 

Dr. Marzio announced that a check in the amount of $150,000 
from the Park Service had been received and a second check is 
expected during the stammer. Dr. Marzio explained the involved 
process regarding the Bill to authorize further Park Service 
funding . 

Building Improvements, Air Conditioning and Cafe 

Climate Control 

Mr. Kinney announced thathe had obtained committments of $100,000 
toward the goal of $150,000 to match the 3:1 NEA Renovation and 
Climate Control Grant. Mr. Kreeger congratulated Mr. Kinney 
for accomplishing this figure in such a short amount of time. 

Mr. Kinney announced he would be calling upon fellow trustees 
to discuss this funding within the next few weeks. 

Cafe 

Subject to ratification of the full Board of Trustees, the 
Executive Committee voted to defer further action on the installation 
of a cafe within the museum and to defer the expenditure of $100,000 
from the Endowment.

Building Improvements 

Adm. Snead estimated that $350,000 would be needed to install 
a proper climate control system within the museum. Mr. Kreeger 
suggested that estimates for a climate control system be 
obtained and that Mr. Hull, Chairman of the Building and Grounds 
Committee, have these estimates for the next Executive Committee 
meeting. 

The Westreich Proposal 

The Westreich Proposal, which involves a possible feasability 
study for construction of a commercial building on the New York 
Avenue land owned by the Corcoran Gallery of Art, was discussed. 

Mr. Kreeger suggested a joint meeting be called of the Buildings 
and Grounds Committee, the Executive Committee and all trustees 
involved in architecture or design or construction to discuss 
the various options involved in moving ahead with this project. 

Mr. Jewett reported that the subject has been discussed within 
the Finance Committee, whose members felt that at least three 
architects should be called upon to do a feasability study. 

The Board could then decide whether to proceed into the project 
and could subsequently seek bids from developers. 

Donor's Dinner 

Mrs. Muccio reported that a dinner will be held May 12th to 
acknowledge major donors and to unveil a plaque in the atrium. 

Dr. Daniel Boorstin, Librarian of Congress, will speak. 

Committee Reports

Friends of the Corcoran 

Mr. Gerstin reported upon the increased activities of the Friends, 
including a trip to New York to see the Picasso Exhibition, 
a trip to the Kreeger home, and tours within the Corcoran. 

The membership fee will be increased to $125, effective January 1,1981. 

Dupont Center 

Mr. Hull reported that four real estate firms have been authorized 
to offer the Dupont Center building for sale, asking $975,000 
at a 3% commission (not to exceed $25,000). 

Development Committee 

Mr. FitzGerald reported approximately $70,000 had been received 
from Trustees, only part way towards the $225,000 goal in the 
current budget. Only fifty percent of the Trustees have given 
to date; Mr. FitzGerald encouraged their giving earlier in the 
fiscal year. 

Mr. Kreeger suggested that Mr. FitzGerald and Mrs. Muccio assign 
other solicitors to request the contributions from the remaining 
Trustees. In addition, Mr. Kreeger asked that Trustees each give 
approximately twenty minutes of their busy schedules to Mrs. Muccio 
to discuss corporate and foundation contacts.

Mrs. Denby, President of the Women's Committee, announced that 
net proceeds from the 1980 Corcoran Ball will be about $90,000. 

The Report of the Dean 

Mr. Thomas reported that the Finance Committee had recommended 
a tuition increase for September, 1980. The amounts will be 
in line with other schools, nationally and regionally. The 
Executive Committee approved the recommendation of an 11.5% 
increase in tuition. 


The meeting adjourned at 2:10 PM to go into executive session.
